THE BILL TO DECREASE THE REVENUE.
THR HOUSK FINALLY PASSES IT AVTER A FIGHT—

THE MAN WHO REPORTED IT ORIGINALLY COM-
ING OUT AGAINST IT.
(BY TELEOWAPH YO THE TRIDUSE}

Wasnrxarox, June 17.—The Honse of Represent-
atives devoted the entire day session to the com-
pletion of the Internal Revenne Bill. This measure
was originally reported from the committes by
Mr. Burchard; but it has been so ameunded that
daring the afternoun to-day Mr. Burchard sur-
rendered the control of it to Mr. Tucker, announced
Iris determination to vote against it, and moved to
lay the il and amendments on the table,

The most important features of this bill, as it has
been amended are, first, the reduction of the tax on
manufactured tobacco from 24 ecounts to 10 centas
per pound ; the establishment of tobaceo ware-
houses ; certain changes in the method and ma-
chinery for the collection of the tax upon distilled
spirits ; and the repeal of the stamp tax upon
matches. The bill, as originally reported, con-
tained a section recommended by the Controller of
the Currency for the relief of depostitors in in-
solvent banks, whether National, State, or savings.

This seotion was conaidered at the Treasury De-
partmeut as one of the most important features of
the bitl. 1t is not thought to be good public pohey
for the Government to levy a tax upon the property
of depositors in Natioual, State or savings banks, s
portion of which has alreadj been lost through the
insolvency of those banks. The demagogues in the
House of Representatives, who are always on the
lookout for any opportunity to make an attack upon
the banks of the conntry, mistakenly supposed that
this section was for the relief of the banks themsel ves,
and  therefore, after a considernble struggle, they
sncopoded in striking it out. The stockbolders and
owners of banks had no interest whatever in this
legislation, as the remission of the tax proposed was
only to take place when its collection would reduce
the amount to be paid to depositors.

The reduction of the tobaceo tax is n measure
upon which those interesied in the manufucture and
sale of tobacco were divided; but the ropresenta-

A PANDEMONIUM IN THE HOUSE.
PUTLER AND OOX THE LEADING SPIRITS IN THE
UPROAR—THE FISH ERIES AWARD BILL DEVEATED,

WasmiNgToN, June 17.—The elosing days of the
session in the House of Representatives have been
unlike those of any previous ocossion of & similar
character in many years, The sppropriation bills
belng oat of the way the advoeates of & reduction
of the tax on tobacco held the Housé down
to work on the bill, which has been the object
of effort for several days, and it was finally disposed
of between 9 and 10 o’clock this evening. This
kept in check those members who had special meas-
ures for which they wished to secure attentlon, but
it made their anxiety so mnch the greater.

As soon as the block was taken fromw the wheels of
Jegislation, two or three upimportant wstiers came
up and were disposed of, the House getting more aud
more disorderly, aud wore and more out of the con-
trol of the Bpeaker.

The excitement enlminated when Mr, Crapo ob-
tained the floor and called up the Halifax Fisheries
Award Bill. More than ahundred Representatives
were on their feet at once, and, before tho Clerk
had read a dozen lines of the hll, thewe were
objections on all sides; the voices of Guooral Butler
and & B, Cox being heard above the generil din.
The former said that this was a Senate bill making
an appropriation, and was thevofore of such a char-
acter that it conld not originate in that body.

The Bpeaker, who has been roported ax opposed to
